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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3 - 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. With regard to claims 3 and 4, the phrase "said 
elements" lacks antecedent basis. With regard to claim 3, the phrase "suitable for wear" 
is unclear. With regard to claim 6, the phrase "said beam of light" is inconsistent with its 
antecedent. With regard to claims 11 and 12, the phrase "back of watch case" lacks 
antecedent basis; it is unclear whether the "whereby" clauses are intended to define 
structural limitations or merely are describing an intended result. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 - 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kondo. Kondo teaches a biometric measuring device that includes a rigid case having 
the claimed features of the case. Further, the claims merely require a case "operable 
for containing" certain claimed elements and the case of Kondo is capable of (operable 
for) containing a processing unit, optical source, and acoustic detector, including 
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sources and detectors having the features of claims 4 - 9. The device of Kondo 
includes timekeeping facilities and a display and allows optical and acoustic coupling 
between the bottom of the case and a wearer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kondo 
as applied to claim 10 above, and further in view of Mault et al. Kondo teaches a 
wristwatch-type biometric device that includes all of the features of the claimed 
invention except for a data output port. Mault et al. teach an alternate wristwatch-type 
biometric device that includes an IR download link (or others, as described) to allow 
data transmission to another device (paragraphs 0028 and 0031). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Kondo to 
include a data port, as taught by Mault et al., since this allows data transmission to 
another device. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mathews and Polak teach alternate wearable medical sensor 
arrangements.
